AN INVALUABLE TOOL, for those 
interested in intellectual and academic 
freedom and of information as it pertains 
to media is now available from the Amer- 
ican Library Association. The analytical 
index, containing 107 pages, was com- 
piled by approximately 50 students in 
the School of Librarianship, University 
of California, Berkeley, working on a 
voluntary basis over a two-year period. 
Since the index is cumulative, such sub- 
jects as the development of obscenity 
laws or the progress of obscene litera- 
ture trials, cases of book burnings, and 


controversy over comic magazines, can 
be followed accurately. Among those 
subjects which received most extensive 
coverage in the press and on radio and 
television, the Newsletter Index  indi- 
cates, were: Henry Miller (Tropic of 
Cancer), California State Senate Com- 
mittee on Education, communism, free- 
dom of speech, press, and freedom to read, 
motion pictures (individual titles) and 
textbooks. The Newsletter on Intellectual 
Freedom is a round-up of news and com- 
ment on the freedom of information con- 
troversy. Included in the contents are ac- 
counts of Congressional or court hearings 
on censorship, editorials, and news articles 
on international, national, and local cen- 
sorship cases involving books, motion 
pictures, radio and television programs. 
The Newsletter also reports on organiza- 
tion of freedom of information commit- 
tees and on stirring freedom of informa- 
tion statements. Information on the 
Newsletter should be requested from the 
Newsletter on Intellectual Freedom, 48 
Arlington Terrace, Kesington, California. 
GREAT NECK, NEW YORK Adult 
Program, a service of the public school 
system, publishes a catalog which is val- 
uable not only from the standpoint of 
comparing your program with theirs, but 
because it is very functional. Among the 
courses and projects are: French Flying 
Seminar, Great Neck Woman Project, 
The Underground Cinema and = The 
New Faces of Asia. “The Underground 
Cinema” explores one of the newest phe- 
nomena, an art form that is attracting 
the interest of avant-garde critics and 
artists. In tiny theatres, artists and cin- 
ematographers are unusual 
short films that are artistically created 
not to tell a story, but to create an emo- 
tional reaction. Each of these evening 
series is devoted to screening films and 
hearing from those people who are in 
the forefront of the new movement. 
“The New Faces of Asia” series present 
eminent world authorities who are fa- 
miliar with Asia through their world 
travels. Through lectures and color films 
Malaysia, South Viet Nam, Cambodia, 
Burma, and Thailand are studied. The 
French Flying Seminar compares United 
States and French points of ‘view on 
psychology, literature, scientific develop- 
ments, government and English. Presen- 
tation is made by one of the French Fly- 
ing Scholars, followed by small group 
discussions on the various topics. This 
series was arranged with the cooperation 
of the Cultural Counselor of the French 
Kmbassy in Washington, D. C. The 
Great Neck Woman Project is designed 
to bring women back into a learning and 
inquiring atmosphere and to protect aca- 
demic skills from deterioration through 
disuse. The seminars this year are “Asia 
in the 20th Century”, “Poetry”, “Russian 
Society and Political Thought”, and 
“Values and Values Theories”. Poetry is 
a credit course for the non-matriculated 
student.
